News  from  Nursing  at  the  MGH

Readers  of  The  Boston  Globe  witnessed  something  extraordinary  from  October  23-26,  2005.  For 
each  of  those  four  days,  the  paper's  front  page  featured  unprecedented  and  in-depth  coverage  of 
nursuig  at  the  front  lines  of  the  MGH,  and  wo  could  not  have  been  prouder.  TIio  project  began 
more  than  a year  ago  when  we  invited  the  Globe's  Health/Science  reporter  Scott  Allen  to  shadow 
two  nurses  in  our  Surgical  Intensive  Care  Unit  (SICU)  to  observe  their  practice  firsthand.  For 
more  than  7 months,  Scott  was  in  and  out  of  fhe  hospifal  following  Michelle  "MJ"  Pender,  RN, 
and  Julia  Zolixon,  RN.  The  fwo  wore  participafing  in  the  MGH  New  Graduate  Critical  Care 
Nursing  Program  - MJ  as  a preceptor,  and  Julia  as  her  new  graduate  preceptee.  As  MJ  mentored 
Julia  throughout  the  six-month  program,  Scott  was  able  to  observe,  listen  and  learn  about  their 
practice  firsthand  and  unfiltered. 

Globe  photographer  Michele  McDonald  joined  Scott  on  many  of  his  visifs  to  the  MGH 
to  capture  v'isual  images  of  MJ  and  Julia  in  fhe  various  aspects  of  their  work,  tn  addition  to 
publishing  some  of  these  shots  in  the  paper,  the  Globe-affiliated  website  boston.com  designed  a 
multimedia  photo  gallery  to  showcase  many  of  these  images. 

The  resulting  four-part  series  reflects  a very  real  view  of  nursing  as  it  is  practiced  today-the 
many  rewards  and  challenges,  conflicts,  demands,  critical  thinking,  responsibilities,  technical 
training  - all  of  if.  And,  we  believe  fhe  Globe's  readership  came  away  with  a better  understanding 
and  appreciation  for  this  vital  profession.

With  Dignity  and  Style:  an  Appreciation  of 
Miss  Natalie  Petzold 

Marie  Elena  Botte 


There  Wcis  land  in  back  of  the  h(uise  on 
tlie  edge  of  Lawrence  and  Methuen, 
room  for  gardens,  animals  and  grape  ar- 
bors. Ft)x  and  tleer  ran  behind  the  house, 
rabbits  bounced  m the  grass.  Natalie  Pet/old, 
growing,  up  there  with  her  brother,  her  parents 
and  her  grand  parents,  learned  to  appreciate  what 
came  from  the  earth  and  the  patience  required  to 
sustain  a proper  yield: 

Ml/  grand/i?f/icr  UHmhi  tiikc  ns  out  and  ‘now 
feel  don't  pull  it  out  i/et-the  stems  of  the  ear- 
rots,  the  grecnenj  at  the  top...  feel  around  the  soil 
first '-so  we  developed  a habit,  ni\j  brother  and  I,  of 
feelinp  for  the  radishes,  feeling  for  the  earrots.’ 

In  this  way  young  Natalie  developed  a sense  of 
appreciating,  withcuit  disturbing  them,  when  the 
N'egetables  were  mature  enough  to  harvest.  She 
also  developed,  from  her  youth,  a pride  in  nur- 
turing something  to  its  full  potential,  and  an  ap- 
preciation for  the  fruits  of  a labor  of  love: 

/ learned  a hroe  of  roses  from  my  father,  whose  hobbij 
was  rose grerwing-a  niceswiteh  from  theofficc-and 
my  grandmother  loved  to  feed  stray  eats.  I loved  to 


get  my  hands  in  the  soil  & dig. . . we  had  peaeh  trees, 
pear  trees,  eherry  trees,  and  apples,  of  eoursc... 
grandfather  and  father  had  grape  arbors,  red  & 
white,  and  my  grandfather  made  his  own  root  beer 
and  wine.  I didn't  like  wine,  initially,  but  one  of  the 
big  things,  when  I went  baek  home  from  sehool  or 
eollege,  was  I always  ran  to  the  refrigera- 
tor to  try  the  beer  or  wine  and  have  a glass... 
I developed  a love  of  wine  after  that. 

Her  patience  and  gentle  determination  to  see 
things  through,  honed  early  in  life,  were  skills 
that  would  transfer  readily  to  her  many  years 
of  service  to  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing:  as  a 
voung  instructor,  as  the  school's  able  director  for 
many  years,  and  as  the  woman  at  the  helm  of  per- 
haps the  most  trying  time  in  the  school's  histor^'- 
the  official  closing  of  the  program  and  the  sub- 
sequent opening  of  the  MGH  Institute  of  Health 
Professions. 

Natalie  Pet/old  was  born  November  27,  1925, 
in  Lawrence,  Massachusetts  and  her  education 
began  in  a four  room  school  house  with  an  out- 
house out  back.  She  learned  to  love  cloth,  cloth- 
ing and  design  from  her  parents.  Her  mother, 
who  taught  her  to  read  early,  k)ved  to  sew  and 
made  her  clothes  for  many  years,  lived  to  be  100. 
I ler  father  died  young,  he  was  'a  kind  of  a gym- 
nast' in  his  early  days  and  later  worked  as  a wool 
broker  specializing  in  foreign  wools-  "when  we 
went  to  his  office  he  had  all  these  samples  of  raw 
wools  and  had  us  feel  them  and  feel  the  differ- 
ences. 1 enjoyed  going  to  pick  out  the  materials 
and  the  patterns,  but  1 hated  to  stand  still  to  be 
fitted."  Young  Natalie  Petzold  loved  sports  of  any 
kind  and  science,  earning  a medal  in  Physics  at 
Lawrence  High  School: 

I ean  remember  the  instruetor  the  first  day,  hold- 
itig  up  a glass  bottle,  and  he  said,  'this  bottle  is 
empty,  isn't  it?'  and  I said  ‘no,  it's  got  air  in  it'... 
My  teacher  in  high  sehool  and  the  professor  in  eol- 
lege both  said,  ‘why  don't  you  go  into  phi/sies,  or 
physies  researeh,  or  beeome  a doetor?  Why  do  \jou

wimt  to  ^0  into  niirsin^^’ 

Slie  didn't  know  .inykody  who  was  <i  nurse,  but 
she  liked  to  take  care  of  animals,  and  work  in  the 
garden,  "so  it  was  something  about  the  nurtur- 
ing instinct  . that  was  part  of  it,  and  also  I had 
had  asthma  as  a child,  which  I grew  out  of,  and 
m those  years  when  1 was  sickly,  I always  felt  so 
good  when  I was  taken  care  of,  and  1 was  feeling 
better  and  I could  breathe  again..."  She  always 
wanted  to  be  a nurse,  and  traces  this  back  to  her 
interest  in  the  sciences,  insisting  that  "the  more 
that  people  said  I should  go  into  medicine,  the 
more  I wanted  to  go  into  nursing...  because  nurs- 
ing is  more  of  a direef  hands  on  approach." 

Early  days  in  nursing 

She  starfed  in  1943  af  Simmons  College  (her  par- 
ents wanted  her  to  go  to  college  as  well  as  nursing 
school)  and  had  her  first  summer  session  at  Beth 
Israel  Hospital: 

The  fii  <t  patient  I had  had  ^nich  a long  beard. . . I 
wa^  to  give  him  a bed  bath,  and  I think  I knciv  ev- 
erything I was  supposed  to  do,  but  they  didn't  tell 
whether  you  put  the  beard  in  or  out  of  the  blan- 
ket...! figured  you  had  to  take  it  out  to  umsh  it 
thorough!  y. 

Her  second  summer  session  was  at  MGH: 

Those  lucre  the  old  days,  luhere  if  you  wanted  to 
give  someone  a hypodermic  you  had  an  alcohol 
lamp  with  a spoon  attached  to  the  top.  You  put  in 
some  water,  you  dropped  in  the  pill,  and  you  drew 
it  up  with  your  glass  syringe  which  you  had  put 
together  with  forceps-  it  was  a long  procedure,  and 
you  hoped  that  not  too  many  people  needed  a hy- 
podermic. 

In  her  third  year  rotation  in  N4ed  /Surg  at  MGH 
she  had  classes  and  lived  with  the  MGH  students, 
in  the  old  Thayer  house  on  the  corner  (T  Blos- 
som Street.  The  MGH  had  very  few  staff  nurses 
in  those  days,  there  were  only  night  nurses,  head 
nurses,  and  assistant  head  nurses  It  was  a twelve 
hour  dav  that  started  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, with  one  break  in  the  afternoon  around  three 
o'clock  and  an  hour  of  classes  with  the  doctors. 
After  class,  students  would  go  back  on  the  units 
and  finish  up,  by  seven  if  they  were  lucky,  and  they 
also  had  a half-day  on  Saturdays.  It  was  tough: 

/ can  remember  when  penicillin  first  came  out...  I 
was  assigned  to  give  penicillin  to  the  luholc  White 
7 unit,  using  the  glass  syringes,  which  you  had  to 
put  together  with  forceps,  and  you  had  to  attach  the 


needle  with  the  forceps,  and  you  had  to  draw  up  the 
penicillin  somehow,  and  I thought  'oh,  of  all  days  to 
do  this'- 1 was  supposed  to  have  a three  lu>ur  break 
that  day,  and  I had  promised  my  father  to  meet  him 
for  lunch.  I had  picked  this  particidar  day,  and  it 
turned  out  to  be  this  penicillin  day,  of  all  days. 

So,  an  hour  went  by  of  my  break  time,  and  then 
two  hours  went  by  of  my  break  time,  and  I thought 
'/  hope  he's  still  waiting  for  me  iloiun  at  the  North 
Station'.  I finally  had  had  it,  so  I luent  to  the  head 
nurse  and  said  '/  have  to  leave  now,  I haven't  fin- 
ished the  last  two  patients,  but  I've  got  to  go,  and 
I may  not  come  back'.  I stormed  off  the  unit  and 
went  down  to  see  my  father.  I told  him  I ivas going 
to  quit  nursing,  I told  him  what  an  awful  day  I'd 
had,  and  he  said  a kind  of  'there,  there,  thcre-id 
course,  it's  been  a bad  day,  but  think  about  it.'  I 
think  we  may  have  had  a glass  of  juice  or  a cup  of 
coffee,  and  I decided  that  I felt  better  enough  to  gi> 
back,  hang  my  head  in  shame... 

So  I went  back,  and  sin  t of  huffed  around  a little 
bit,  and  before  I said  anything  to  the  head  nurse 
she  saw  me,  and  she  said,  'oh,  you  came  back'-  and 
I said,  'yes...'  (I  suppose  I said  I was  sorry),  and 
after  that,  she  was  as  sweet  as  pie.  She's  always 
been  sort  of-  just  alivays  there,  she  didn't  particu- 
larly speak  to  you  or  not  speak  to  you,  she  just 
didn't  have  aiiy thing  to  do  with  you,  didn't  have 
any  reason  to.  But  after  that,  she  was  fine.  We  got 
along  swii}iniingly.  Atui  that  was  the  otdy  time 
that  I really  felt,  when  I left  MGH  that  I wasn't 
connng  back  there  again.  There  were  a lot  of  other 
days  where  I really  felt  e\hausted,  and  'what  am  I 
doing  here)'  but  not  seriously. 

She  described  her  time  living  with  the  other 

students  and  graduates  as  a time  of  great  fun 

When  ! first  graduated,  you  could  live  in  Walcott 
house,  which  was  standing  on  Parkland  Street,  and 
so  I decided  to  live  there  for  that  first  year,  and  got 
on  the  seco)id  floor,  uhth  a few  other  graduates  who 
were  there.  My  buddy,  who  was  in  the  room  nc\t 
to  me,  and  I were  having  fun  one  day,  later  in  the 
ei’cning,  and  there  ivas  a knock  on  the  door.  Edna 
Lepper,  who  was  the  assistant  director  of  nursing 
came  in  her  bathrobe,  and  she  said,  'we're  trying 
to  sleep.'  (She  and  Ruth  Sleeper  had  their  roo)}is 
down  the  hall.)  VVe  said  we  were  terribly  sorry, 
and  went  into  gales  of  laughter  after  she  left,  but 
muffled  it  enough  that  she  wouldn't  hear. 

She  remembers  getting  her  first  paycheck,  and 

running  into  a family  friend  in  the  corridors  of 

MGH  who  said,  'what  do  you  look  so  happy 


about^'  She  said,  I just  got  paid-  I don't  think  I 
sliould  get  paid,  I've  just  done  the  same  thing  I've 
Lxvn  doing  right  along  for  nothing'  and  he  said 
'you'll  get  used  to  it!' 

The  young  instnictor 

Natalie  I’et/old  had  intended  to  go  into  public 
health  because  she  loved  the  VNA,  but  was  of- 
fered an  internship  in  teaching  at  MCH,  under 
Svlvia  Perkins: 

I ‘zoell.  I'll  tni  it'  ivui  so  / did,  and  I liked 

it.  I started  there,  teaehiii;^  Niirsiii;,’  Arts,  and 
Phannaeologi/,  and  Banda^in;^.  VVe  had  a prae- 
tiee  lab,  and  for  nnrsin;^  arts  I tanp^ht  bed  inak- 
in;^-  einptp  bed,  oeenpied  bed,  bed  bath,  nuroin^ 
the  patient,  p;ettin^  them  tip  and  dressed,  and  all 
tho<e  kinds  of  things.  If  they  didn't  do  well  enon;^h 
to  stand  nnister  on  the  units  as  far  as  inakin>^  a bed 
yon  had  to  p^et  them  baek  in  the  elassrooin  and  <^o 
over  it  onee  a;^ain.  They  learned  quiekly. 

Quick  learners  indeed,  and  a lesson  from  a wom- 
an not  soon  forgotten: 

None  of  ns  ean  ever  for;,^et  how  she  made  that 
bed  so  perfeetly,  so  straight,  so  coo/  in  her  heavy 
starehed  loni.^  sleroed  uniform.  - janet  hdeserve 
Rattray,  elas<  of  1954 

I think  of  Miss  Petzold  as  the  perfeet  nurse.  I ean 
still  pietnre  her  in  her  immaenlate  white  nurse's 
uniform  and  Simmons  College  eap,  looking  up  at  all 
of  us  Probies  in  the  Upper  Out  Patient  Department 
amphitheatre  as  she  began  a leetiire  on  Nursing 
.Arts!  She  was  so  quietly  dignified  and  yet,  easily 
approaehable.  I was  so  pleased  one  day  to  eneounter 
her  on  the  train  between  Boston  and  Lazorenee,  and 
roen  more  pleased  when  she  greeted  me  as  a friend.

She  zvas  alzvays  the  epitome  of  zohat  the  'pro- 
fessional' nurse  should  be-  uniform  carefully 
starehed,  hair  carefully  grooiticd,  shoes  perfeeth/ 
zvhitc,  Simmons  cap  just  so,  posture  perfeeth/ 
erect.  Miss  Petzold  was  very  fair,  as  an  instruc- 
tor, and  didn't  terrif  y me,  like  Miss  Reynolds-  but 
she  didn't  joke  with  the  students.  One  knezv  this 
was  serious  business,  and  thitigs  didn't  “get  past" 
Petzie.  She  zvas  someone  to  emulate.

While  many  students  might  remember  the  natu- 
ral grace  and  poise  of  Natalie  Petzold  as  an  in- 
structor, it  must  be  remembered  that  at  this  time 
Nursing  Arts  demonstrations  were  carefully  and 
precisely  performed: 

You  had  to  practice  your  demonstrations  in  nurs- 
ing-ezzerpthing  zvas  choreographed.  I ean  remem- 
ber one  day  going  to  practice  zvith  one  of  the  other 
instructors-  she  zvas  going  to  play  patient  for  me 
and  I zvas  going  to  be  the  nurse.  Wc  zvent  up 
to  the  upper  amphitheatre  and  there  zvas  a room 
in  the  baek  zvhere  they  had  all  the  equipment.  I 
had  brought  out  all  the  equipment  for  the  bath  or 
zvhatez’cr  it  zvas,  and  the  other  instructor  got  into 
bed  to  play  patient.  I zvas  doing  my  thing  zvith 
her  and  talking  to  the  invisible  audience  zvhen  the 
door  opened  and  in  zvalked  a zvhole  group  of  den- 
tal students  zvith  their  leader.  I zvent  over  and  he 
said  they  had  the  room  reserz’cd,  too,  and  I said 
'I'm  sorry,  there  must  have  been  smne  kind  of 
conflict.  I'll  get  out  as  stxm  as  I can.'  Well,  they 
zvere  getting  a big  kick  out  of  it,  because  my  friend 
hopped  out  of  the  bed  zvith  her  fake  nightgozvn  on 
and  zvent  into  the  baek  room  to  change  zvhilc  I was 
pushing  the  zvashbasin  out  of  the  zvay,  and  zve  got 
out.  But  everything  zvas  so  planned  and  rehearsed; 
it  zvas  the  zvay  zve  zvere  told  to  do  things. 

'Keeping  a hand  in' 

Natalie  Petzold  remembers  being  approached 
to  head  up  the  diploma  program  as  director  in 
1966,  and  that  she  reallv  had  to  think  about  it 
before  agreeing  to  take  on  the  task.  She  was  an 
able  administrator  but  also  had  enjoyed  the 
clinical  realm: 

/ got  so  inzwlz’cd  in  budget  and  facilities  and  equip- 
ment and  eurricuhim  and  all  that  planning  that 
has  to  go  on,  hiring  faculty  and  hiring  staff,  the 
health  clinic  and  the  library-  it  took  a lot  of  time 
and  I gradually  got  farther  azvay  from  the  clinical, 
zvhich  I missed.  But  I could  still  keep  mp  hand  in, 
and  so  I developed  a system  of  coordinators.  V'Vc 
had  a coordinator  for  the  first  and  third  year,  and 
the  second  year  specialties;  Helen  Sherzvin  zvas 
the  coordinator  for  the  sciences.  Miss  Sherzvin, 

I should  say,  and  she  also  taught  a course  in  the 
third  year  on  the  History  of  Nursing. 

Her  graciousness  and  composure  carried  over 
easily  to  the  administrative  realm: 

When  Petzie  took  over  the  school,  she  maintained 
her  perfect  posture  and  poise.  She  continued  to  be

bcaiitifiilh/  groomed  at  all  times,  wore  bcaiitifid 
clothes  which  often  her  mother  had  tailored,  and 
carried  on  the  runnuig  of  the  school  in  a quiet, 
projessional  manner.  Petzie  did  have  a good  sense 
of  humor,  but  she  was  never  'silh/'  or  ‘out  of  con- 
trol'-she  rvas  always  very  pleasant,  and  also  very 
reserved.  I have  always  had  the  greatest  respect  for 
Miss  Petzold-  her  posture  and  bearing  made  her  an 
excellent  role  model  and  she  was  always  a very  spe- 
cial person  to  us.  She  was  always  professional  and 
made  one  feel  glad  that  she  represented  the  school.

I remendjcr  she  dressed  beautifully-the  first  really 
professional  woman  I’d  come  in  contact  until.  She 
taught  a senior  class  on  Professional  and  / remem- 
ber turning  in  a term  paper  on  the  serious  drop 
out  rate  of  our  class.  I think  she  did  not  appreciate 
it  too  much!  As  I reflect  on  the  era,  late  60s  and 
early  70s,  I'm  sure  Miss  Petzold,  the  school,  and 
our  dreams  of  becoming  nurses  saved  the  students 
at  MGH  from  the  typical  hippie  life.

As  both  assistant  director  and  director  of  the 

school,  Natalie  I’etzold  had  to  contend  with  the 


demands  of  a large  teaching  and  residence  staff,  a 
library,  an  increasingly  diverse  student  body,  the 
program  of  study,  and  the  evaluation  of  the  pro- 
gram and  its  graduates  by  external  entities.  The 
MGil  SON  archives  are  replete  with  letters  by 
her  to  potential  students  inquiring  about  various 
kinds  of  nursing  programs  as  well  as  letters  to 
parents,  colleagues  at  other  institutions,  and  com- 
munity members  upset  by  student  pranks  While 
serving  as  Director  of  the  program  she  was  also 
very  active  in  major  state  and  national  nursing  or- 
ganizations. She  chaired  the  National  League  for 
Nursing,  Council  of  Diploma  I’rogram's  Trogram 
Committee  from  1971-1973,  was  a member  of  the 
Joint  C(Mnmittee  of  the  American  Hospital  As- 
sociation and  National  League  for  Nursing  from 
1973-1977,  was  a member  on  the  Master  Planning 
Committee  for  Nursing  Education  in  Massachu- 
setts from  1976-1978,  published  many  papers, 
and  was  a speaker  and  moderator  on  forums  on 
Diploma  education,  curriculum  development, 
and  Ethics  and  Accountability  in  nursing.  All  the 
v\'hile,  she  maintained  a very  real  interest  and 
connection  with  the  students  in  her  program: 

Natalie  Petzold,  assistant  director  of  MGH 
SON,  called  me  into  her  office  some  time  in  janu- 
ary  1962.  She  quietly  told  me  I would  need  to 
leave  the  freshman  class  and  return  as  a fresh- 
man (again)  in  September  1962.  She  felt  I could 
not  keep  up  with  my  studies,  especially  Hudent 
floor  duty,  which  we  were  starting.  It  seems  my 
repaired  broken  leg,  a long  leg  cast  and  crutches 
made  me  look  more  like  a patient  than  a student 
nurse.  I told  her  I felt,  given  my  g>od  performance 
in  the  classroom  and  hospital  setting,  that  I should 
be  given  the  opportunity  to  conthiue.  I told  her  1 
jvas  healing  well  and  realistic  yet  determined  to 
pursue  my  education  without  an  interruption  of 
nine  months.  She  looked  at  me  with  a wonderful 
smile  and  said  'Okay,  let's  sec  what  happens'.  She 
gave  me  a chance  and  I have  never  forgotten  her 
generosity  on  my  behalf

ty-composure under  fire-Miss  Natalie  Petzold 
if  the  'verbal'  class  of  1971  has  caused  you  to 
sigh,  wc  hope  that  you  will  nevertheless  remem- 
ber us  'with  a smile.  Wc  will  not  soon  forget...

While  many  students  perceived  her  as  a very 
serious  persc^n,  Natalie  I’et/old  had  and  retains 
a dry  sense  of  humor.  Here  she  is,  addressing  a 
very  formal  and  dignified  crowd  at  the  scluiol's 
Centennial  Celebration  in  1973: 

Since  meal  tickets  are  no  longer  available  to  stu- 
dents and  more  of  them  plan  to  cook  sonic  of  their 
meals  in  the  residences,  we  have  installed  an  addi- 
tional nine  avocado  or  gold  refrigerators  and  eight 
avocado  or  gold  stoves.  While  thei/  mai/  look  good 
enough  to  eat,  we  admit  thei/  are  not  a substitute 
for  steak. 

And  here,  in  the  ^ame  speech,  where  she  men- 
tions some  of  the  kinds  of  individuals  who  typi- 
call\’  contact  the  school's  admissions  (dfice  inquir- 
ingabout  the  Diploma  program,  including. 

...the  high  school  senior  who  writes:  '/  have  to 
start  thinking  about  what  I would  like  to  do  as 
soon  as  I graduate...  Would  ijou  please  be  kind 
enough  to  send  me  some  information  on  how  to 
become  a nursed  Besides,  I'm  accident  prone!’  and 
. . . the  high  school  graduate,  perhaps  searching  for 
the  Bluebird  of  Happiness,  who  writes,  ' 1 have 
been  a ti/pist  for  two  months,  a showgirl  in  the 
circus  for  one  >/ear,  and  I am  dissatisfied  ami  need- 
ing to  find  mi/  place.  I thought  of  nursing  because 
when  I make  someone  happi/  and  thei/  like  me  I 
feel  fantastic.'  ...  then  the  college  graduate  who 
writes,  ‘In  looking  into  the  field  I find  a chaotic 
arrai/  of  programs  and  requirements...  1 have  a 
Master  of  Science  degree  in  zoologi/  (emphasis  in 
marine  eeologi/),  and  an  AB  ...  I have  taken  mam/ 
courses  that  are  generally  required  of  nursing 
Hudents  (general  and  organic  chemistry,  phys- 
ics, psyehologi/,  histologi/,  comparative  anatomy, 
physiology,  embryology  and  genetics)  and  have 
taught  embryology,  introductory  biologi/,  and  zo- 
ology at  the  college  lei>el.  I am  17  and  single.  With 
this  type  of  background,  how  would  a person  like 
myself  fit  into  a nursing  program!'' 

In  her  role  as  Director  of  the  school,  she  was 
often  confronted  with  the  antics  of  the  students, 
especially  around  graduation  time; 

It  was  sort  of  a tradition  amongst  the  students  of 
thesehixil,  the  night  before  graduation,  togoaround 
the  hospital,  the  ether  dome  for  example,  and  hang 
things  on  the  naked  statues  and  adorn  tlwm  with 
all  sorts  of  fiuiny  things-drape  their  black  stack- 
ings in  all  different  places  in  the  halls,  and  maybe 
their  uniforms,  too.  We  used  to  have  to  get  up 
early  on  the  day  of  graduation  a>id  go  around,  and 


leave  some  of  the  stuff  around  that  people  would 
think  u>as  cute  or  funny  for  a couple  of  hours,  but 
take  anything  gross  out  of  the  way.  There  was  a 
group  that  was  living  at  20  Charles  Street,  and 
don't  ask  me  how  they  did  it  but  the  strung  a line 
from  20  Charles  street  aciuyss  the  street  to  one  of 
the  apartments  and  hung  some  uniforms  on  it.  The 
ears  coming  dmm  the  street,  which  was  one  way, 
would  all  stop  and  hx>k  at  this  business.. . I remem- 
ber going  down  to  20  Charles  Street  in  the  latter 
years,  to  see  if  anything  was  alnnit  to  happen.  A 
lot  of  the  neighbors  got  to  know  about  this,  so  tiry 
would  all  come  out,  and  mayor  Kevin  White,  who 
lived  just  down  the  street,  he  unis  standing  on  the 
corner,  grinning  and  waving  to  us.  Everybody  was 
looking  forward  to  some  kind  of  ainusemcnt. 

Even  the  perfectly  composed  Miss  Petzold  herself 
had  to  cut  loose  and  have  some  visible  fun  t)iice 
in  a while: 

/ believe  we  all  remember  Ms.  Petzold  as  a very 
attractive  and  rather  a starched  personality.  She 
never  had  a hair  out  of  place,  that  is-until  she  and 
a few  other  instructors  did  a skit  in  our  senior  per- 
formance! fust  kxik  at  our  yearbook,  1957,  to  see 
Natalie  doing  a raucously  chorus  type  dance,  a 
la  the  Rockettcs---her  hair  is  actually  falling  over 
her  face!!  She  finally  looked  like  she  sometimes 
could  have  fun!  Yes,  she  actually  always  looked 
like  the  picture  pretty  nurse,  yet  one  jvho  was 
efficient  and  doing  her  leadership  job  with  credit.

With  dignity  and  style 

By  the  late  1960s  pressures  from  within  national 
nursing  organizations  like  the  ANA  to  'profes- 
sionalize' nursing  by  promoting  the  baccalau- 
reate degree  as  the  foundation  for  professional 
nursing  practice  began  to  favor  collegiate-based 
programs.  At  the  same  time,  hospital-based  Di- 
ploma nursing  education  at  the  MGH  became 
increasingly  expensive.  Diploma  program  nurses 
still  comprised  the  overwhelming  majority  of  all 
nurse  graduates  but  the  tide  was  beginning  to 
shift,  as  more  high  school  graduates  looked  to- 
wards the  collegiate-based  programs  for  a basic 
enfrv  into  nursing  practice: 

We  were  increasing  tuition  and  fees,  charging 
more  here  than  a junior  college  or  community  col- 
lege program,  and  the  fraction  of  what  the  students 
were  paying  didn’t  come  near  to  the  costs  of  con- 
ducting the  program...  Our  enrollments  were  de- 
clining and  we  never  could  have  filled  the  class  just 
recruiting  high  school  level  students.  The  writi)ig 


zoos  on  the  zvall,  nnd  much  needed  to  he  done. 
After  decades  of  discussion  and  attempts  to  for- 
malize associations  with  other  colleges  and  uni- 
versities the  MGH  decided  to  proceed  towards 
independent  degree  granting  authority: 

VVe  zacre  reulh/  at  a dead  end-zoc  had  a pm^^rani 
that  Mi<<  Sleeper  had  tried  to  dez>clop  zvith  Nin-th- 
easteni,  an  associate  decree  prop;ram,  but  thep 
started  their  ozvn  school,  and  the  colleges  zocrc  be- 
ginning to  dez’clop  their  own  collegiate  programs. 
VVe  had  had  anotho’  program  zvith  Radcliffe  Col- 
lege for  a zvhile  and  then  so)iic  other  colleges  joined 
in;  the\j  zvere  hopeful  that  thep  could  give  the  stu- 
dents zviien  thep  graduated  from  the  hospital  por- 
tion of  the  program  a degree  in  nursing  but  it  zvas 
never  agreed  to  bp  the  League  Ifor  Nursitigj,  or  the 
board  of  higher  education,  either,  so  that  idea  zvas 
just  dead  in  the  water. 

A new  plan  needed  to  be  considered,  something 
bold  and  transformative: 

The  trustees,  after  a lot  of  discussion  zvith  Miss 
Sleeper,  decided,  finallp,  that  thep  zvere  going  to 
trp  to  see  ifzvc  could  get  degree  granting  author- 
itp,  and  that  challenge  then  went  to  the  trustees 
eommittec  on  education.  VVe  were  asked  at  the  end 
of  1973/  beginning  of  1974  to,  each  zvithin  our 
ozvn  disciplines,  (me  for  nursing,  and  the  phpsieal 
therapp  folks,  and  then  the  dietetics,  and  speech 
and  language  pathologp,  and  respiratorp  therapp 
and  radiologp)-  each  of  those  heads  of  those  areas 
zvas  asked  to  head  up  this  venture  oftrping  to  get 
degree  granting  authoritp. 

VVe  zvere  asked  first  to  do  a fcasibilitp  studp,  and  I, 
still  having  monep  in  our  budget  for  speakers  and 
those  kinds  of  things,  got  somebodp  from  Boston 
College  who  was  head  of  institutional  planning, 
and  asked  if  he  could  come  and  have  a series  of 
meetings  with  us  to  take  us  through  the  steps  of 
developing  the  objectives  and  f nances,  the  admin- 
istration- would  zve  be  able  to  get  enough  faeultp, 
zvould  zve  be  able  to  get  enough  students  of  the 
caliber  that  zz’c  wanted,  and  sort  of  checked  those 
things  out  against  zvhatez>er  statistics  zve  had. 

She  worked  to  keep  the  process  as  open  as  possi- 
ble, involving  faculty  and  staff  to  the  degree  that 
they  were  willing  and  able  to  participate: 

VVe  put  it  all  together  and  the  hospital  had  a meet- 
ing with  the  board  of  higher  education,  to  which 
zve  zvere  invited,  and  some  of  the  local  folks  zvere 
also  invited,  to  hear  this  proposal. 


Not  a happy  time 

Graced  as  Miss  I’et/old  was  and  is,  with  an 
ap|>reci.it ion  for  fun  and  <in  enjoyimMit  of  life, 
her  composure  was  tested  nevertheless  with  the 
potential  and  then  actual  closing  of  the  school: 

It  zvas  beginning.  The  rumor  zvas  nolonger  a rumor, 
people  kiiezv  that  the  hospital  zvas  trping  to  get  a 
degree  granting  authoritp,  and  of  course  thep  zvere 
dead  set  against  it,  thep  said  fir  nursing  it  zvill  just 
be  another  diploma  granting  program.  The  hospi- 
tal zvanted  it,  but  some  of  the  nursing  folks  didn't. 
I can  remember  one  faeultp  member  coming  back 
from  teaching  in  the  clinics,  where  someone  asked 
her  what  business  did  tiu’  school  haz>e,  trping  to  get 
a degree  granting  authoritp?  And  zve  kept  getting 
that,  from  all  sources.  'You're  a diploma  program, 
poll  don't  kmrzv  anpthing  about  degree  granting 
programs,  and  pou  have  no  business  getting  into 
that.'  There  were  some  cneoiiraging  things,  but  it 
zvas  a z’erp  hostile  environment. 

In  addition  to  resistance  from  within  nursing  at 
the  MGH,  Natalie  I’et/old  also  faced  sharp  criti- 
cism about  the  new  program  from  other  nursing 
programs  in  the  area: 

One  of  the  schools,  the  degree  granting  programs, 
zvas  about  to  be  closed  bp  the  director  of  the  iinivcr- 
sitp  or  zvhatever  his  title  zvas,  he  zvanted  to  close  it 
because  the  enrollment  zvas  going  derzvn,  or  zvhatev- 
er his  reasons  zvere,  so  thep  zvere  particiilarlp  miffed 
that  if  zve  didn't  develop  a program  here  their  pro- 
gram could  continue.  It  zvas  not  a happp  time. 

There  zvas  also  a dean  from  another  universitp,  a 
school  that  zvas  on  the  border  of  losing  its  accredi- 
tation (zvhieh  I knezv,  because  zve  had  visited  all 
these  sehixils,  to  tell  them  zvhat  our  plans  zvere)-she 
zvas  particiilarlp  z’oeiferous  about  being  against  the 
plan,  so  it  zvas  not  a verp  positrve  meeting.  After 
the  meeting  one  of  the  lazvpers,  zvho  zvas  sitting  in 
the  car  with  me,  said  'pou  looked  about  as  if  pou 
zvere  about  to  murder  that  poor  zvoman...  if  pou 
could  have  seen  the  c\pression  on  pour  face'  and  I 
said  'oh,  zvcil.  I'm  sorrp,  I didn't  realize  I zvas  that 
olmioiis  about  it.'  But  at  anp  rate  zve  evcntiiallp 
presented  it  to  a group  here  in  the  living  room  of  the 
hospital,  and  zve  presented  the  plans  to  the  board, 
and  anpbodp  else  zvho  zvanted  to  listen,  and  zi’C  did 
get  approval  from  the  board  of  higher  education. 

Tlae  task  Natalie  Petzold  had  set  for  herself  was 
to  steward  the  transformation  of  nursing  edu- 
cation at  the  MGH  while  simultaneously  main- 
taining the  high  standards  and  excellence  of  the 
current  Diploma  program.  She  was  up  to  the  task. 


one  she  described  in  her  oral  history  witli  Linda 
Lass  Orrell  in  1997  as  both  a gratitying  and  a very 
dittiCLilt  period  in  her  career: 

It  a major  challcn;^c  to  maintain  the  <trcn^thii 
of  the  program  in  the  faee  of  prer'Snreti  to  clo^^e,  to 
pare  down...  to  maintain  accreditatimi  while  rn- 
inors  were  fh/ing  that  ho^pitah  would  onh/  hire 
baeeal  ail  reate  i^rads. . . Weknew  that  it  [the  Diplo- 
ma program!  was  an  exeellent  prox^ram.  The  thiipxf 
that  we  alwai/s  tried  to  sat/  and  emphasize  xoas  that 
it  was  x^oin;^  to  be  a different  pro<^ram  never  in  mi/ 
presenee  sai/  it  was  f^oin<^  to  be  a better  pro/^ram! 
- Thei/  were  /^o ini’  to  be  prepared  differentli/  and  I 
don’t  think  that  it  is  helpful  to  eompare  apples  and 
oranges.  We  had  some  prctti/  ^ood  fruit' 

Miss  I’et/old  was  convinced  that  it  was  essential 
to  maintain  formal  continuity  of  nursing  educa- 
tion at  MCiH  even  as  maintaining  the  programs 
quality  of  resources  became  harder  to  sustain: 

About  the  onh/  tliin/^  we  could  do  was  keep  the  di- 
ploma program  /^oin^  as  lonxf  as  we  could,  as  lonxf 
as  we  had  y>oni/  applicants  and  ;,>ood  clinical  expe- 
rience, which  was  becomiii;^  increasin^h/  difficult 
to  come  bi/.  More  collcx^es  had  nursiii/^  pro/^rams, 
and  tliei/  were  all  lookinxt  /<"'  clinical  experience... 
Rumors  were  rampant  about  the  elosin;^  of  the 
school,  and  our  bi/^  challeii/^e  was  to  maintain 
the  Icmi  and  qiialiti/  of  resources.  VVe  obtained 
an  a/^reenient  from  the  trustees  that  the  pro/^ram 
would  not  be  closed  precipitoiish/,  that  if  a class 
were  admitted  into  the  pro;^rani  that  they  would  be 
able  to  p^radiiate-we  felt  vert/  stron;,^li/  about  this.- 

As  expected,  Miss  I’et/old  remained  steadfast  in 
her  determination  to  see  things  through,  and  did 
so  with  aplomb: 

There  was  so  miieh  uncertainty,  and  we  were  sort 
of  under  the  microscope.  People  were  sai/ing  'You 
can't  do  it'  and  we  were  sayin/^,  'we  can  do  it,  and 
we're  goinx’  to  do  it  well.  In  terms  of  phasing  out 
the  school,  it's  /^oing  to  go  out  with  dignity  and 
style  and  focusing  on  the  goodness  and  soundness 
of  the  program.  The  important  thing  was  to  try  to 
somehow  keep  a positive  sense  of  what  was  hap- 
pening- no  'this  is  being  done  to  me,  and  we're 
being  victimized'  but  to  hK>k  at  the  opportunities 
that  were  there  and  and  the  challenges  that  were 
there  to  demonstrate  the  strength  of  the  faciilti/ 
and  staff  in  handling  a difficult  time. 


A visionary  as  well  as  a strong  leader  in  nursing, 
Miss  I’etzold  had  both  the  courage  and  the 
stamina  to  see  the  project  through: 

Natalie  has  endeared  herself  to  me  because  she 
has  told  me  that  one  of  the  most  exciting  things 
she  ever  did  was  to  be  involved  in  the  founding  of 
the  Institute.  So  while  she  was  deeply  involved 
in  what  was  inrvitably  the  difficult  task  of  closing 
the  MGH  SON,  she  was  able  to  look  forward  and 
embraee  with  enthusiasm  a new  and  fairly  bold 
idea  to  replace  it.

Well  started 

Her  years  of  hard  work  did  pay  off,  and  after  the 
MCiLl  School  of  Nursing  officially  graduated  its 
last  class  in  19S1  the  MGH  Institute  of  Health  Pro- 
fessions opened  its  doors  to  the  first  class  In  1982: 

At  that  time,  I had  agreed  to  head  up  the  student 
services-  the  admissions  and  the  registration  and 
all  those  things.  I started  at  the  institute  in  1981 
and  stayed  until  1988.  A few  years,  and  then  I 
finally  decided  that  there  was  a life  after  MGH.  I 
just  felt  that  we'd  acannplished  a lot  and  certainly 
got  it  well  started,  it  started  with  about  five  stu- 
dents, altogether,  and  if  course  it's  grown  so. 

Miss  Pet/.old  easily  endeared  herself  to  the  leader- 
ship at  the  Institute,  for  Ixifh  her  dedication  to  the 
nursing  program,  and  her  administrative  acumen: 

I first  met  her  as  I did  Miss  Sherwin  at  the  SON 
Homecomings.  She  came  to  tour  the  Institute  and 
see  the  reproduction  if  her  portrait,  which  hangs 
in  our  Student  Affairs  Office.  She  was  the  only 
one  of  the  MGH  SON  senior  administration  who 
transferred  from  the  SON  when  it  closed  to  the 
Institute  where  she  oversaw  our  student  affairs 
in  the  early  days.  What  she  formerly  did  single- 
handedly  is  now  done  by  a staff  of  nine!

After  the  official  closing  of  the  MGH  School  of 
Nursing,  Miss  Pet/old  could  finally  take  a little 
time  for  herself  and  enjoy  some  of  the  things  she 
had  always  enjoyed  but  never  had  enough  time 
for:  time  to  literally  stop  and  smell  her  roses,  tend 
to  her  garden,  enjoy  the  ocean,  and  experiment 
with  some  cooking.

I just  wanted  to  see  the  Institute  start-l  just  quant- 
ed to  see  the  proe^nvn-  we  had  labored  so  hard  from 
7974  to  1981  when  the  school  closed,  to  do  all  the 
things  that  had  to  be  done,  to  present  all  the  papers 
that  had  to  be  presented. 

Coming  back  to  MGH 

Not  surprisingly  for  one  who  spent  so  many 
years  at  MGH,  Natalie  Tetzold  enjoys  to  this  day  a 
continuing  connection  with  the  school  and  it's 
graduates,  a very  real  manifestation  of  the  senti- 
ment she  expressed  so  beautifu  lly  to  the  last  grad- 
uating class  of  the  School  of  Nursing  in  1981: 

You  have  become  a part  of  the  fabric  of  the  school  of 
nursirp^  which  spans  the  i/ears,  transcends  ephem- 
eral dijferences,  captures  in  subtle  and  intricate 
design  the  spirit,  the  uniqueness,  and  special 
quality  and  contributions  of  each  person  and  each 
class... just  as  ijou  take  a part  of  the  MGH  School 
of  Nursing  with  you,  you  will  alwaijs  be  a part  of 
the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  community,  [which] 
exists  in  the  hearts  and  minds  H those  associated 
with  or  touched  by  the  school. 

Having  touched  so  many,  she  is  warmly  received 
by  the  MGH  SON  community  not  only  at  each 
Homecoming  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  but 
also  on  the  wards  of  old  MGH,  whether  as  a visi- 
tor or  a patient  herself: 

One  of  the  nice  things  about  coming  back  to  the 
MGH  is  seeing  some  of  the  graduates...!  had  a 
nice  surprise  the  other  day,  because  my  brother  is 
in  the  hospital,  and  when  I went  to  see  him,  the 
first  person  on  the  floor  who  came  out  to  greet  me 
was  one  of  the  last  graduates  of  the  diploma  pro- 
gram, and  she  was  just  so  great,  and  we  shared 
notes  about  otlier  folks.. . I had  also  seen  one  of  the 
young  men,  when  I ivas  here  to  have  one  of  my 
hips  or  knees  done,  who  wtis  working  behind  the 


desk  in  the  OR.  He  had  seen  me,  or  seen  nuf  name 
on  the  list,  I guess,  of  people  to  be  operated  on, 
so  he  rounded  up  a couple  of  other  graduates,  and 
they  all  came  over,  and  we  had  a great  time,  it  was 
a great  sendoff'  to  go  into  the  OR.. . I also  met  an 
Institute  student,  a pediatric  specialiH,  and  it  was 
great  to  sec  her,  as  well. 

Miss  Tetzold,  for  your  courage  and  grace  in  a time 
of  great  uncertainty  for  the  MGH  School  of  Nurs- 
ing and  your  determination  to  shepherd  in  a new 
paradigm  of  nursing  education  at  MGH  with  all 
of  t he  d i g n i t y a n d s t y I e t h a t y o LI  yo u rse I f so  c I ea  r I y 
embody,  the  MGH  Nurses'  Alumnae  Association 
salutes  you.  Please  put  your  able  and  discerning 
fingers  to  the  fabric  of  this  MGH  School  of  Nurs- 
ing community  once  more  and  note  the  exquisite, 
resilient  hand  that  you,  yourself  have  helped  to 
create.  May  you  wrap  yourself  in  it,  proudly  and 
elegantly  as  only  you  could,  and  may  it  keep  you 
warm  and  comfortable  for  years  to  come.

From  Elizabeth  Crossland  Matricaria, 
a copy  of  the  obituary  of  Velma  Drolet 
Byrne,  trom  the  Idaho  Falls  newspaper: 
“\  think  it  is  of  interest  because  it  is  typi- 
cal of  what  happened  to  so  many  that 
are  missing  from  closer  contact  with  the 
Alumnae  Association.  She  was  a won- 
derful person  whom  1 shall  never  for- 
get- although  I have  not  seen  her  since 
1939,  we  kept  in  contact."  The  c')bituary 
(abbreviated  here)  included  mention  of 
Ms.  Byrne  as  the  first  woman  in  her  high 
school  (in  Grafton,  MA)  to  hold  elected 
office,  the  MGH  SON,  and  the  MGH  " 
where  she  became  friends  with  and  as- 
sisted some  of  the  finest  surgeons  of  the 
time...  including  Dr.  Paul  Dudley  White, 
founder  of  the  American  Heart  Associa- 
tion and  the  personal  physician  to  Presi- 
dent Eisenhower."  She  went  to  graduate 
school  in  Child  Psychology  at  BU,  nursed 
the  poorest  of  the  poor  in  Boston  as  well 
as  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt,  Jr.  (She 
greatly  admired  the  boy's  mother,  Elea- 
nor Roosevelt.) 

Velma  volunteered  for  the  WWII  North 
African  campaign  as  well  as  the  inva- 
sion of  Italy,  as  a Lieutenant  in  the  US 
Army.  While  in  North  Africa,  she  nursed 
a wounded  soldier  from  Idaho,  Clancy 
Byrne,  and  they  later  married  when  both 
were  stationed  in  Italy  (their  friends 
saved  Army  rations  to  make  a cake,  and 
her  gown  was  made  from  an  injured  P- 
51  fighter  pilot's  parachute  which  was 
given  to  her  in  gratitude  after  his  release 
from  the  hospital).  She  and  her  husband 
settled  in  Arco,  (and  later,  Rigby)  Idaho, 
where  she  was  very  active  in  the  commu- 
nitv,  raised  five  children,  and  was  instru- 
mental  in  the  building  of  the  Lost  River 
Hospital.  She  provided  free  nursing  ser- 
vices to  school  clinics  and  many  private 
individuals.  She  died  October  3,  2005 
from  complications  of  cancer. 


From  Mary  Gilmore  Helming,  a 
report  on  the  death  of  Virginia  Plumley 
Butterfield  of  Cheshire,  CT  on  May  6, 
2005.
